DONE ON ROAD TO EAST COAST 


A delegation o f Si. Cloud Initinett 
men. composed of Ed. George. Car-, 
ter Thompson and Lynn Daugherty, 

• •n Tuesday aftrrnoo I motored to the 

• amp r*f the convicts working on the 
rc»ad leading from St. f l ml to the 
Brevard county line, which makes the 
connecting link of the tributary of 
the Dixie Highway from Kissimmee 
to Melbourne. 

The camp U loca:cd luinr fourteen 
•mica from this city, and the c- nvicu 
arc now at work grading up the road 
through the Mg marsh, coming this 
way. and all three member* of the 
party Mated that Captain Farmer Is 
doing a iftiod job of work. The big* 
gt*r part of the work will be com¬ 


pleted when this marsh is passed, a* 
ihe balance of the nad is through an 
<•11(11 country, and will require but 
titdc grading and practically no clear¬ 
ing. 

As yo the time when this road will 
•c '‘pen for travel, it will l>e hard to 
state, but Captain Farmer hopes to 
have the work completed by Novem 
Her lint, and Is using his large force 
to that end. While ten mile* of this 
road, beginning at Ashton and run¬ 
ning ea*t, was grubbed of palmeLn 
roots and cleared of tree* Iasi yrar. 
much underbrush has sprung up along 
ihe route, and mint again be gone 
over before the road can be used for 
travel, which will delay the opening 
of the road for a ahort time

Any director representing 
them, on the local association board, the Sub-Exchange board or the central 
Ivinrd for the State, may tie recalled by tlie growers who elected him, ot. any 
time they choose. There are no stockholders in the Exchange and there is no 
possibility of profit on its operations to any Individual except a« b« participates 
in profitable marketing of his fruit just ns every other member may. 

The most aggressive sales force of any in the citrus fruit field is maintained by 
the Florida Citrus Exchange. Vet such is the power of co-operation that in 
the past year the entire operating expense* for selling purposes was less than 
ten cents a box. The Kxchnnge conduct* a nation-wide advertising campaign 
to introduce Florida oranges ami grapefruit to the consuming public, yet such 
is the power of co-operation that this advertising cost# the individual citrus 
fruit grower only three cents a Ik>x.
